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The Klamath Tribes of Oregon, the Klamath Claims Committee, and
individual members of the Klamath Tribe (collectively the “ Tribe”) appeal from
the district court’s grant of summary judgment in favor of PacificCorp. We have
jurisdiction under 28 U.S.C. § 1291. We affirm.

The Tribe's cause of action for damages is foreclosed by our prior decision

in Skokomish Indian Tribe v. United States, 410 F.3d 506 (9th Cir. 2005) (en banc).

AFFIRMED.
